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Claims 1-12 are pending in this application which claims the benefit of international 
application PCT/US02/08160, filed February 25, 2002, and US Provisional Application 
60/271,533, filed February 26, 2001. 

Applicants' claims are drawn to methods of inhibiting an ethylene response in plants by 
applying a bicyclic (claim 1, formulas I and II) or spiro (claim 2, formula HI) cyclopropene 
compound to the plants. 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the cited prior art teaches or suggests methods of inhibiting ethylene responses in 

plants by application of a bicycle cyclopropene compound of applicants' formulas I or II (claim 

1), or by application of a spirocyclopropene compound of applicants' formula m (claim 2). 

Sisler et al (US 5,518,988), Daly et al (US 6,017,849) and Sisler et al (Physiologia 

Plantarum 100(3):577-582), teach that cyclopropene compounds in which the cyclopropene ring 

is substituted with various substituents are known agents for inhibiting ethylene responses in 

plants. All of the disclosed substitutions are simple ring substitutions. Bicyclo and spiro ring 

systems with the cyclopropene ring as one of the rings are neither taught nor suggested.
